1, even for a 


person skilled in the art. 
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The inventions set forth in claims 7 to 13 involve 
an inventive step in relation to documents 1 to 3 cited 
in the international search report. 

Documents 1 to 3 do not disclose the method for 
adjusting the ferromagnetic characteristics of the 
transparent ferromagnetic alkali/chalcogenide compounds 
which have a transition metal element added thereto; 
furthermore, it would not have been easy to conceive of 
the method in question in the light of the method for 
adjusting the ferromagnetic characteristics of a type II- 
IV compound which is disclosed in document 2, even for a 
person skilled in the art. 
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
